INTRODUCTION

MaineCare coverage for non-categorical adults is authorized by a Section 1115 Demonstration
waiver approved by the federal Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services. The number of
non-categorical adults that the Department can enroll in MaineCare is limited to the number of
funded openings authorized by the waiver budget and enrollment caps. The Department’s Office
of Integrated Access and Support determines non-categorical adults’ eligibility for covered
services according to the policies set forth in Section 11000 of the MaineCare Eligibility Manual.
